LoNDoy, July 16. 

Mr,X)qdson,' a metpber of the Gladstone 
Government, has been unseated for bribery. 

The Australian liner. Hydaspes has been 
sunk in the English Channel. Her crew 
; and passengers were saved. 

The evacuation of Cabnl has commenced. 

The House of Commons adopted an 
amendment on the bill introduced by Glad- 
stone for granting compensation to the Irish 
tenants, which will have the effect of not 
relieving landlords from making compensa- 
tion if they refuse tonus, witlioiit they (the 
landlords) offer some reasonable alternative. 

July 17. 

A match, commenced on Thursday between 
the Australians and 13 of the Werneth Club 
at Oldham, Lancashire, was concluded to- 
day, and resulted in another victory for tlie 
Australians in one innings and 21 rniis. The 
Australians in their first inning scored 119 
rniiSi M'Donald being highest scorer with 
63. The Werneth Clnh in their first innings 
scored only 38 ; in second innings they wCre 
all disposed of for 60. In the first imiings 
of Werneth men, Spofforth took 11 wickets. 
The wicket was very dead. The attendance 
■ of the public was .very large. ' The Austra- 
lians have now played 18 matches, 13 of 
which they h.ave won, and the balance 
drawn, mostly in their favor. 

Tlse Daily A'ews states that it is reported 
that Turkey is willing to cede the Island of 
Crete to Greece instead of the territory on 
mainland apportioned by Berlin Conference. 

There is a prospect of the Afghan difficulty 
proving insoluble. ; Several. London papers 
advocate annexation of Cabnl. . 

The Times expresses • the opinion that 
Service’s reform scheme would have obviated 
p.ast deadlocks and nieets objections to exist- 
. ing constitution. Although Sir J. O'Shaiinesy 
and some comer members combined to reject 
tliB bill, they would , equally oppose any 
scheme btought forward by the Opposition. 
It thinks the duty of the electors is to choose 
between Service’s reasonable and well-con- 
sidered measure and Berry’s extravagant 
scheme. The Crown might object to saiictiim 
the introduction of a plebiscite required by 
a fen tliousand casual colonial electors. 

General Skobiloff has reached Aitch wan 
and established magazines at . Baun, pre- 
paratory to commencing a campaign south- 
wards ;in autumn. The Russian forces are 
small ; there has been no fighting yet between 
Russia and Ciiina. 

The Chinese have arrested a Russian 
traveller, M. Prcgalasky, who w.as proceeding 
to join the expedition against China. 

Much excitement is caused in turf circles 
in consequence of a statement that the Duke 
of Westuiinster's colt Bend Or, which won the 
Derby this year, was changed as a yearling 
witii Tadcaster, belonging to the same owner. 
'The Jockey Club declines to decide the ques- 
tion of the Derby stakes, which were claimed 
by Brewer, owner of Robert the Devil, who 
ran second. It is expected that Tater.salls 
will decide; bets on the Derby not affected by 
this dispute.

The Rev Mr Grainger, 
Episcopalian Curate, attended at the 
obsequies, and besides reading two suitable' 
psalms, delivered an appropriate prayer for 
the deceased, which showed him to be a true 
Christian and gentleman., , 

The melancholy event found a sequel in 
Queenstown, where a young man, George 
Russell by name, also a member of the 
Volunteer corps, committed a similar crime 
against himself. It is singular that, although 
in both cases related a volunteer rifle was 
the means of extermination, and was fired in 
inhabited houses, no report in either case 
was heard. Bnssell also waa accorded a 
military funeral.

THE AFGHAN WAR. 

■ . « 

GREAT BATTXB AT OBUNZEI, 

To that gallant veteran of the Indian army, 
General Sir Donald Stewart, has fallen the 
credit of having fought and won certainly the 
bloodiest and, it may reasonably be hoped, 
the most important battle in which onr 
troops have ever been engaged with Afghans 
88 their enemies. While marching from 
Mushaki to Ghunzee the division of General 
Stewart encountered the enemy in large 
numbers. From the reports of prisoners the 
Afghan force is said to have been 16,000 foot 
and 3,000 horse, under Shere Jan Zymud 
Peer Mahomed. Without waiting for an 
attack, the enemy made a brilliant charge 
down upon our troops from the mountains, 
enveloping three sides of our position. They 
did not wait to fire, but, aword in hand and 
with streaming banners, they charged upon 
us, uttering wild yells. There are few more 
brilliant examples of heroic Valor than that 
exhibited by the Afghans, as under a tre- 
mendous musketry and artillery fire they 
pressed forward unflinchingly to the attack, 
and never before in encounter with British 
troops have they exhibited anything like the 
magnificent bravery which they showed in 
this attack. Onr infantry stood firm, and 
poured a terrific fire into their line, while 
the artillery literally ploughed them with 
grape. The cavalry, too, made several 
splendid charges through their dense ranks. 
General Stewart personally commanded on 
the ground, and the Ghuzneea twice nearly 
penetrated to whore he stood. General 
Hughes, when well in front, was sharply hit 
with a spent ball, but was able to remain on 
horseback and direct operations. At this 
crisis of the engagement our line was pene- 
trated, and both flanks turned, the artillery 
having fired away all their case. The infan- 
try stood firm, and made a most gallant 
stand, mowing down the enemy with mus- 
ketry fire, but the right of the brigade was 
shaken by the determined onslaught of the 
enemy. At this moment the Ghuznee horse 
charged desperately down on onr left. The 
oavaliy were rolled back before the weight 
and impetus of the attack, and, mixed to- 
gether in a struggling throng, the mass of 
horsemen bore down upon the 3rd Goorkhas. 
Colonel Oyster saw his opportunity, and 
called upon his men to form company square, 
thus leaving space through which the blended 
mass of friend and foe was able to pass. 
Then, as the wounded Afghan horse swept 
on through the interval, the 3rd Goorkhas 
opened a withering fire, in which the 2nd 
Sikhs, the 69th and 19 th Punjab Infan try alike 
joined. The effect of this concentrated tire 
was terrible, men and horses rolled over in the 
wildest confusion, and onr cavalry, relieved 
from the pressure, extricated themselves 
from their foes and fell upon the head of the 
column, driving it back through the square, 
and the crisis was over. Stubbornly as the 
Ghuznee infantry fought, they could not 
withstand the terrible fire opposed to them, 
and they too fell back, leaving the plain 
thickly strewn with their dead. Colonel 
Tillows, with his heavy guns, had meantime 
successfully defended the baggage, pouring 
shell into the enemy, who momentarily 
threatened to make a serious attack upon it, 
but the artillery fire, and that poured in by 
the rifles of Baxter’s Brigade, who were in 
charge of the baggage, prevented them from 
carrying their intention into effect. As the 
enemy fell back, Colonel M’Lean, with the 
1st Punjab Cavalry, dashed off in pursuit, 
and falling upon a mass who were gathered 
on an eminence on our right, scattered them 
completely. The battle was now won on all 
aides ; but for a time victory had been 
doubtful, and had the whole of the enemy’s 
force been thrown upon us at the critical 
moment the consequences would have been 
very serious. As it is, the victory was com- 
plete and crushing, and a blow has been 
inflicted upon the Afghans from which they 
will be long ere they recover. The action 
lasted just one hour, after which time the 
enemy retired off the hills and out on to the 
plains to the left, leaving over 1000 dead 
bodies on the field, and having removed as 
many more wounded. Several of our soldiers 
were after the action severely injured by 
Ghazis lying wounded on the field. Onr 
casualties number 143— viz,, 17 killed and 
126 wounded, most by sword and spear 
wounds. No officers were killed, and all the 
wounded are doing well. The wounded 
officers are Lieutenant Young, of the 19th 
Bengal Lancers, dangerously ; Captain Cor- 
bett, of the Royal Artillery, severely ; 
Colonel Lawson, of the 59th Regiment, 
Colonel Yorke of the 19th Bengal Lancers ; 
Lieutenant Watson, of the 59th Regiment ; 
and Lieutenant Stewart, of the 2nd Punjab 
Cavalry, slightly. Many more of the 
enemy’s wounded would have been accounted 
for had it not been for the large number of 
the cavalry who had to return for the pro- 
tection of the baggage train, and who could 
not, therefore, be utilised in pursuit. After 
the enemy’s retreat the troops marched on 
nine miles further to camp, having accom- 
plished 18 miles since the morning.

A True Hero. 

Perhaps few atories of battle so thoroughly 
illustrate the true British spirit as the little 
incident at a reconnaisance before the battle 
of Uhmdi, of which Lord VVilliam Beresford 
was the hero. The British were almost led 
into a terrible trap, and discovered their 
danger only just in time. They turned to 
retreat, and the Zulus poured in a volley, 
which brought down the gallant grey horse 
of a mounted infantryman ; his rider falling 
headforemost. The correspondent of the 
Staiidard was where there was most to be 
seen. " I thought both man and horse,” he 
says, “ were killed, but the former soon 
stniggled to his feet, with his face covered 
with blood, and dazed with his fall. Lord 
William Beresford, seeing what had hap- 
pened, pulled up, and in the face of advanc- 
ing hosts and yelling savages within easy 
range, quietly trotted back, and told the man 
to mount behind him. With a cool courage 
scarcely second to Lord William’s, the 
infantryman, noble fellow that he was, re- 
fused, preferring the certain sacrifice of his 
own life to the probability of destroying his 
preserveris* The reply was admittedly terse 
and telliilj^The savages swarmed closer and 
closer ; bullets rattled round them ; the two 
who lingered were almost within reach of the 
assegaies, and Lord William returned with, 
“ Get up or I’ll punch your head.” The 
man obeyed, and preserver and preserved 
escaped. It was this act that gained Lord 
Beresford the Victoria Cross. 



Another attempt to obtain the release of 
David Henry, convicted in Melbourne of em- 
bracery, has proved as unsuccessful as the rest. 
The petition was forwarded to the Chief Justice 
for his signature and recommendation, but he 
declined to append either. 

The return.s of the Otago Education 
Board for the quarter ended 30ch June show 
that there were 151 schools in operation, em- 
ploying 236 male and 164 female teachers, be- 
sides 19 teachers of sewing. The number of 
schrdars on the roll was 17,836, consisting of 
9797 boys and 9179 girls. Five new school were 
opened during the quarter. 

The hueinesB of the Governinent In- 
surance Department for the year ending 30th 
June shows the following resnlts : — Over 3000 
proposals were received, for more than one 
million sterling. Of these proposals uowarCs of 
2200 became policies, assuring a sum exceeding 
£720,000 Tile new premiums exceed £2/,UUJ, 
which is cojisiderabiy in excess of last year, 
notwithstanding the depression which has pre- 
vailed. The quinquieonial inveslig.atinn has 
now commenced, and the results, after being 
examined and certi e l to by eminent English 
actuaries, will be laid before Farliameut next 
session.

That the existence of such a band of blood- 
thiraty men as that headed hy the notorious 
Edward Kelly is a national diazrace is a 
statement ao generally admitted and so 
often repeated during the lost twelve months 
that it ia ' needless to insist - further ; but 
this old-standing blot on. our national fame, 
this insult to our organisation of justice, 
sinks into insignificancy before the contem- 
plation of uiia final triumph of the 
law, fc which the, victor earns so little 
glb)^,' Distasteful as the fact must be to 
every patriotic law-abiding subject of this fair 
• clime, it is impossible nevertheless longer to 
close our eyes to the fact, proved beyond 
question by lost week’s experience, that our 
police are incapable of infcrcing the law with 
that dignity so iudispensible In a governing 
power, and with that certainty and expedi- 
tion Which the anthorities have long since 
suoceeded In attaining in Great Britain and 
her dependencies. 

While perusing the disgusting accounts of 
the various episodes of this drama, wherein 
four condemned men were mangled, burnt, 
or driven to commit suicide ; were permitted 
even to drape their miserable end with a dan- 
gerous and unhealthy halo of romance— we 
are reading of the exploits of men whose 
fathers stormed Badajos, and who still boast 
of the stout hearts of Englishmen. Such a 
display of weakness on the part of the 
authorities and the spectacle of the success of 
these daring outlaws so long evading pursuit 
cannot fail to cause a feeling nearly approach- 
ing contempt and ridicule in the minds of 
that large portion of the population whose 
only barrier against crime is fear of the 
power and swiftness of the law. In 
this country, as in England, careers of crime 
are often traced to a desire on the part of a 
lad to emulate or excel some dashing hero of 
the Dick Turpin type— a rough wood-cut or 
racy description having misguided the other- 
wise manly tendencies that were in the boy. 
Repeatedly, indeed, for example, has the 
Lord Chancellor of England found it neces- 
sary to suppress such plays as Jack Shepherd. 
How much more baneful then must be to 
the minds of the youth of this colony the 
long-unpunished career of the late Kelly 
gang? The defence of Jones’ Hotel will be 
coupled in the minds of many with the 
famous ride to York. Admiration of the 
pluck will make them blind to the crime.

The Government Intend to still further re- 
duce the Victorian navy, and to dispense 
with a number of officers. 

Vane, who received a sentence of 16 years 
in 1863 for bushranging with Ben Hall’s 
gang, has been convicted of sheep stealing, 
and sentenced to five years imprisonment. 

Dr Moffat, of Winton, has been committed 
(or trial on the charge of manslaughter. Bail 
was allowed, accused in L2U0, and two sure- 
ties of L200 each, 

Dr Menzies moved in the Legislative 
Council that the Education Act should be ao 
amended as to permit of the Bible being 
read in the public schools, subject to a con- 
science clause. After a discussion the motion 
was lost, it being intimated that the Govern- 
ment intended to firmly resist any change in 
the present Act.

The estate of Thomas Chalmers Reid has 
just been realised by the trustees, and the 
residt will no doubt be interesting to our 
readers. The total receipts were 1,320 14s 6d. 
The expenses amounted to L162 16s 9d, and 
preferential claims for wages to L27, leaving 
L140 17s 8d for the creditors— equivalent to 
a dividend of no less than threepence half- 
penny in the pound on the total claims made 
on the estate, amounting in all to L9021.- , , 

The Warden of the Northern territory 
(South Australia) reports that the ground at 
the new digging is rich but limited in extent. 
The Chinese were driven by the Europeans 
from places called Macao and Canton. Three 
companies of Chinese fought the Europeans 
for four days, revolvers, tomahawks, and 
other weapons being used, Many of the 
combatants were seriously wounded. The 
rush is a good one. Four thousand ounces 
of gold were taken out of a patch 50 by 25 
yards. A nugget weighing 70oz was found.

THE KELLY GANG. 

• 

Town and Country of 3rd instant contains 
a long and interesting narrative under tliis 
head. From it we cull a number of para- 
graphs giving details that have not yet 
appeared in New Zealand papers : — 

At last the career of the four desperadoes who 
have kept the north-eastern districts of Victoria, 
and in fact the whole of that colony, in a state 
of terror for the 20 months, has been brought 
to a termination. On October 27, 1878, the 
whole of Australia was horrified at the acconnt 
of the murder of Sergeant Kennedy and Con- 
stables Lanigan and. Scanlon by the brothers 
Kelly, for whom rewards were out for shooting 
Constable Fitzpatrick with intent to murder. 
The history of the raids on the towns of Euroa, 
in Victoria,- and Jerelderie, in this colony, are 
sufficiently fresh in the memory of our readers 
to render recapitulation unnecessary. Glenrowan 
(where the final encounter has taken place) is a 
small township near the north-eastern line of 
railway, about six miles from Greta, the head- 
quarters of the Kelly family and their numerous 
connections. One striking feature in connection 
with these notorious criminals is, that the time 
for obtaining the reward — the largest ever offered 
in the world for the capture of any criminals, 
viz., £8,000— would have e.xpired in a few days. 
The breaking up of the gang so shortly after the 
wanton murder of Sherritt, at Sebastapool, near 
Beechworth, shows that they have been fairly 
unearthed, and were dying to attempt to save 
their forfeited lives. The result shows that, 
however delayed in its course, the strong arm of 
the law will in time vindicate itself, and ought 
to act as a terrib'e warning to these who, by 
the fancied impunity enjoyed by the Kelly gang, 
might have imagined that it was possible to defy 
society. Skilled in bushoraft, well acquainted 
with the almost inaccessiiile country they took 
refuge iu, and surrounded by numerous friends 
and relations to an extent, perhaps, no 
other outlaws were, the race of these four 
murderers is over. 

The object of taking Sherritt’s life ia clearly 
shown. It appears that Sherritt ia a friend of 
the Kellys, but is most intimate with Joe Byrne 
who had been several times in gaol, and on oue 
occasion convicted with Byrne for stealing a 
quantity of meat. His father, Sherritt, ex- 
policeman, selector, now an elderly man, resides 
at Sebastopol, about eight miles from Beech- 
worth. The deceased man had a selection of 107 
acres, about a mile from his father’s place. It ia 
worthy of note that he was assisted in fencing it 
by Joe Byruo and Ned Kelly. Sherritt was 
about 24 years of age, of robust he.alth, and a 
U'lted runner ami jumper. His holding at Wool- 
shed Creek. county Bozoing, he sold about two 
months ego to Mr Crawford, of the Eastern 
Arcade, Melbourne, who is also a large coach 
proprietor, and has property of considerable 
extent in the district. After eelling the land he 
built a but at Sebastopol, and there he was shut. 
A few months ago Sherritt w;is married to Mias 
Bnurke, daughter of a well-known farmer, at the 
Woolshed. Prior to the Kellys outbreak Sherritt 
was on very friendly terms with the members nf 
the gang, but recently he placed himself in com- 
municaticn with the police, and for months has 
been employed by them . 

The police who most distingnished Ihera-selves 
were Sergeant Steele and senior- constable Kelly, 
who captured Ned, Superintendent Haro, con- 
stable Bracken, Lieutenant O'Oouuor, of the 
Queensland police, one of the black tr.ackers, 
and a few others out of about 60 in all engaged. 
After the fighting a crowd of carious people 



came up to Glenrowan frpni different parts of 
the country.' 'The ruine of the hotel were 
ejanped eagerly, and »1I relics , in the ehape, of 
'knives, forks, bullete, empty cartridge bases, etc, 
were seized upon. Some of the bullets lodged 
in the stockyard fence, and these were at; once 
out out and appropriated. The spot where Ned 
Kelly fell was also a subject of great interest, 
and. some leaves with blgod iipou them tshen 
away as treasures... ... 

'Mrs M'Dnnnell, the landlady of the Railway 
Tavern, at Glenrowan, stated : Early on Sun- 
day morning I was awaketied by ihy husband 
getting out of bed. He went outside, and some 
one, who turned out to be Ned Kelly, said, 

“ Don’t you know me?” My husband' said, 
"No.” "Ohlyou must know me, I’m Ned 
Kelly and he laughed whilst he said it. So 
did'the otheie. He then asked to see me, and 
being told that I was in bed, he pushed open 
the door and said, “ How are you, Mrs Mac f” 

I said, " Who are you 7” He said, “I'm Kelly! 
get up and dress yourself,” I then got up and 
went out, and saw Hart and Byrne outside on 
horseback. I at once recognised Ned Kelly, and 
said, “Oh, Ned, how altered yon are!” He 
said, “ Don't call me Ned, my name is Jack 
Hoyle, ” and then they all laughed. They had 
not got on the armnur-pLates then, and did not 
jiut them on until Sund,iy night, when the police 
came. Hart went by the name of Collie, and 
Bryne waa called “Sugar." That was because 
he was so sweet on the girls. Byrne asked me 
if I knew him, and I said I. did not know him as 
Byrne. He, said “ No. I thought not ; I have 
been here often enough under another name.” 

I then remembered having seen him several 
times at ray house during the last six months. 
After they had had a drink they talked quite 
pleasantly with me and my husband. Ned 
Kelly told us that we were wanted over at Mrs 
Jones’s hotel, and said, “ You must all go over 
there, children and ail.” He then went over to 
the gatehouse, and they left Hart to guard Us 
all'. The women Were kept there all day Sun- 
day. The outlaws were very civil, and joked 
and laughed with us constantly. They brought 
us brandy when we required it Hart said that 
he had drank six nobhlers of brandy, and it was 
so bad that if he took another he thongbt he 
would lose his head. . During the day Ned Kelly 
amused himself and the others by various games, 
and he boasted that he could jump further than 
airy other man. He also got up a bit of a dance 
with the ladies there, .and none of us were afraid. 
Iu the afternoon he rode off to find Bracken, the 
constable, as he wanted his horse, and brought 
him back, iVe were all then put into the hotel. 
We made tea and took our meals with the 
Kellys, but they forced us to taste everything 
before they eat it themselves. We all lay down 
at night, and were easy in our minds. They 
told us we would be let go as soon as the Beech- 
worth train waa smashed up, when suddenly we 
heard the whistle of the engine, and just then 
Dan said “That Bracken has gone." Ned 
called out to them to stand by the house, and 
they went into the verandah. The train came 
up slowly, and some police got out at the 
station. We could see they were greatly ex- 
cited, and gesticulating wildly. Then several 
of them came marching up to the hotel. Dan 
said, “Give it to them, boys," and they all 
fired. We aaw one of them fall, and then they 
scattered and began to fire at us. The bullets 
came into the house from every direction, .and 
the women were very much afraid, and kept 
screaming. One of the bullets struck Mr Jones's 
poor little boy, and he said, “ Ob ! mother I am 
shot,” and fell down on the floor. Mrs Jones 
screamed, and we lifted him on to the bed. 
'.lust after this another bullet struck the girl in 
the head, but she pulled it out with her finger, 
and is all right now. It was only a half-spent 
ball. Ned left us soon after daylight to look 
after the horses, He had got on his armor, and 
said, “ It’s .all right, boys, they can’t hurt me.” 
Soon after we saw them fire at him from the 
back of the house, He fell. Dan shouted with 
rage when he saw his brother fall, and rushcl 
outside shooting at everyone. He could seo ha 
was struck in the leg, and forced to come back. 

Great excitement prevailed at Glenrowan. 
Numbers of people oo horseback are constantly 
arriving, and ate eagerly scanning the scene of 
the fight. Two coffins arrived here (Glenrowan) 
for the bodies of Hart and D.an Kelly, on the 
way to Greta. They ate to be buried to-morrow . 
The coffins are neatly ornamented with brass- 
wnrk, and have brass-plates on each. One is 
labelled, “Stephen Hart, died June 28, 1880, 
aged (20 years;” and on the other “Daniel 
Kelly, died June 28, 1880, aged 19 .years.” Dan 
and Hart evidently committed suicide, for they 
took off their armor some time before the last 
shot was fired, Ned openly stated that he was 
tired of such a life on Sunday. When the 
people were shut up he said that he did n.it care 
for his life, as he was tired of it. He wished to 
wreck the train and make a stew of the black 
trackers. After that he would make a fortress 
of the hotel to defy the whole force, relying on 
the armor plates. The corrugated iron roof nf 
the hotel is all riddled with holes, and some of 
the bricks smashed out of the chimney. 

It may be mentioned that the Kellys brought 
pack-horses with them for the purpose of carry- 
ing their armor. There is some mystery as to 
what has become of Sergeant Kennedy’s watch 
It is known that Ned Kelly wore it for a time, 
but the only one found on him is a sm.all lady's 
lever watch, and -it is supposed he has been 
exchanging with somebody. Two chains were 
attached to the latter, one gold and the other 
silver. All the members of the gang were com- 
fortably clad, and they wore boots which wore 
evidently made to order. Ned Kelly had riding 
boots, which showed well how he prided himself 
on having neat feet. When the doctor was 
dressing bis wounds the boots had to be cut off, 
and it waa found that Kelly wore no stockings. 
The gang all had the appearance of being well 
fed, and Byrne stated to one of their prisoners 
that they had always lived well, but that the 
W.int of sleep which they had often to endure 
was very trying, 

Byrne h.ad a number of nicknames, tie was 
the idol of tho girls of the district, who said he' 
w.as such a ban Isome and such a mild young 
gentleman that no one would believe him to be 
capable of interfering with anybody, 

Ned Kelly is still a patient in the hospital of 
the Melhnuroe goal. His recovery to per- 
fect health will, of course, under the circum- 
stances, be slow, but it is now perfectly certain 
that ha is ont of danger. He is still sUowad 



none bn* fsrinaceoua food, bat of this he now 
takes moderately large quantities. He is not 
communicative, except wbeu.spofeea to, ..and 
then he converses freely. . Except immediately . 
after his reception at the gaol, he hai not 
expressed the wish thtt he had shared the fate ^ 
of his corapanioDi. .He oontihuee to be eon' 
stantiy watched by another prisoner, and the 
door of the Ward in which he ties is still kept 
locked. He. is attended by Dr Shields, the 
medioal officer of the gaol, The interview 
between Kelly and his mother Was of a very 
affeoting character to those who witnessed it, 
Ned, though not demonstrative towards his 
mother or exhibiting very much emotion, never* 
theless showed that he Was seusible of the pain- 
fulness of the meeting. He exhibited a proper 
filial affection according to his own rude nature, 
and she, on her part, though of- that olbss known 
as bushwoineu. hardened by rough and almost 
savage life, exhibited, that maternal instinct and 
solicitude which is hardly ever absent. 8hs is 
described as a woman who, on a farm, would, 
ptob.aW.v, ha agreeable in her way, and useful. 
Mrs Kelly has now returned to her former occu- 
pation in tho workroom of the gaol. ' 

It is now known that Joe Byrne was keeping 
company with a girl at Beechworth, and was 
often in and out of the township The similarity 
in appearance which existed between Joe and 
another brother named Fatsie, enabled the 
former to pass himself off as the latter. 

The two bodies were buried in the ffangaratts 
cemetery, not from where Morgan was interred. 
The funeral was very quietly conducted, only a 
few of the friends attending. Now that the 
excitement has subsided, people are loudy con- 
demning the reckless manner in which the police 
fired into the hotel. It is rumored that in Ned 
Kelly’s possession was found a pocket-book, con- 
taining a number of letters,, implicating persons 
in good positions, and the name of one member 
of Parliament is mentioned. The authorities 
will give no information on the subject, Ned 
Kelly ia said to' be very anxious to see repre- 
eentatives of the Press, but no one is allowed to 
see him.
